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SUNSTAR DERBY FAVORITE 

HOW WILLONYX DEFEATED MANY NOTED 
STAYERS IN THE CHESTER CUP. 



Adam Bede Pleases Newmarket Critic — Noted Stal- 
lion Grey Leg Sold to South American — 
Gossip of English Racing. 



London. Eng., May G. — So easily did Sunstar win 
the Two Thousand lhat he siieedily became a warm 
favorite for the Derby and has even touched as low 
as G to 1 in the betting lists. However, in conse- 
quence of some solid support for King William re- 
cently. Sunstar's price lias widened to the more 
reasonable figure of 2 to 1. At first there was some 
disposition to say thgt his sire, Sundridge. is only a 
begetter of sprinters and milers, but in the Chester 
Vase this week last year’s brilliant miler. Sunder, 
stayed its mile and a half so effectively as to only 
lie unluckily beaten a head by the outsider Maaz. 
This lias led to some change of opinion, it being 
argued that if Sunder can stay a mile and a half 
there is no good reason why his near relative. Sun- 
star. may not do it as well or better. Of those that 
may start in the Derby he defeated about all but 
King William, Adam Bede and the French candi- 
dates so conclusively in the Two Thousand that it 
now seems more than probable lie will remain the 
favorite right down to |R>st time for the great Epsom 
event. So far as the French eligihles are concerned 
it is now said that none will be sent over. M. Ed- 
mond Blanc’s two. Lord Burgoyno and Shetland, have 
recently made their debut in 1911 racing, and both 
were beaten, which, it is said, lias discouraged their 
owner from essaying the capture of this year’s 
Derby. However, one or both of them may show 
hotter form presently and induce him to exercise his 
privilege of changing his mind. King William is 
progressing famously in his training and in a fast 
gallop a day or so ago finished in front of such a 
star as Swynford. Adam Bede, which has been given 
a Derby preparation few trainers can apply like Joe 
Cannon, is a very good-looking horse, with a taking 
way of going, and has a host of admirers at New- 
market. The Derby quotations yesterday were 2 to 1 
against Sunstar, G to 1 King William, 100 to 8 
I’ietri. 100 to 7 Phryxus. 1*0 to 1 Adam Bede and 
Sobleski, 100 to 3 Royal Eagle and 50 to 1 Frarnorz. 
At Gatwick one bet of $23,000 to $1,000 was laid 
against Royal Eagle, which is the recently named 
Desmond — Bird of March colt, the property of Wash- 
ington Singer and trained at Manton by Alec Taylor, 
He won the $3,000 Tudor Plate at Sandown Park 
April 21 in good style from Holy Smoke, Porphyrio. 
Maaz. Athelstan and others, and is said to be a fast- 
imntoving eolt. 

Tlie time-honored Chester Cup was run last 
Wednesday and resulted in the overthrow of the 
favorite, Bagotstown, by the 7 to 1 second choice, 
Willonyx. over a very muddy track. Kiibroney. the 
Great Metropolitan winner, and Mr. Belmont’s Merry 
Task were also much-fancied choices for this race, 
but two and a quarter miles in trying going proved 
too inueh for them. They were despatched to a 
very fair start, only three minutes late. It was a 
race between Wise Mason and Accurate for the first 
turn, the former getting Ihcre a neck in Icont of his 
field. Accurate being followed by Merry Task and 
Bagotstown, with Clannish, Glacis, and Willonyx 
next, and Grigo on the outside, the wliippers-iu 
being Kiibroney, Toyshop and Apache. 

Round the railway turn Wise Mason dropped out 
of it. and Accurate came on from Anchora. Clan- 
nish and Merry Task. Bagotstown lieiug next, just 
in advance of Toyshop and Willonyx, with Glacis 
the most prominent of flic others, of whom Apache 
was now a long way in the ruck. Coming to the 
stands a second time Accurate was acting as the 
pioneer to Anchora, Clannish, Merry Task. Toyshop 
and Bagotstown. the latter of which when moving 
up on the stand turn collided witli Clannish and gent 
the latter on to the rails. Then it was that Toyshop 
and Willonyx came in closer touch with the leaders. 

Seven furlongs from home Anchora joined Accurate, 
tlie pair being a length and a half in advance of 
Toyshop, Bagotstown and Willonyx, but shortly aft- 
erwards Accurate was done with anti a furlong 
further- on Willonyx dashed to tlie front, being 
closely pursued by Bagotstown, Toyshop. Anchora, 
and Glacis. The last named made his effort at the 
Grosvenor Bridge, tint failing to sustain it Willonyx 
came on with a elear lead of Toyshop, which chal- 
lenged resolutely, liut failed to get on terms with 
Willonyx, which won all out by half a length. Four 
lengths separated second and third. Bagotstown was 
a long neck away fourth. Glacis fifth, then after an 
interval came Kiibroney sixth. Accurate seventh. 
Philo eighth. Merry Task ninth. Wise Mason tenth, 
Fredltb eleventh, and Origo* last, except the beaten- 
off Clannish, which cantered in. Time. 4:01}. 

The French eolt, Radis N'oir. by Ex-Voto out of 
Radiola. belonging to M. Olry-Roederer. won the 
Southern Derby at Bordeaux on Sunday last. Ac- 
companied by Robert Macaire. tlie properly of M. de 
Monliel, lie was boxed oil Monday morning to return 
to Chantilly. On reaching Poitiers, tlie van was 
discovered to he on fire. It was totally destroyed 
and both horses were burnt to death. The loss will 
tie a serious one for tlie owners, as Radis Noir was 
own brother to Radis Rose, which was sent to Eng- 
land to run in the Lincolnshire Handicap. Tlie pair 
Imld engagements in Hie Grand Prix de Paris and 
other semi classic events. 

L. Winans is by sure degrees recovering the money 
he laid out in America for Sir Martin and Edward. 
The latter yesterday credited him with the Alex- 
andra Handicap, incidentally atoning for his Liver- 
pool and Epsom defeats. Edward is trained in the 
Lordship Farm, Newmarket, stable, which lias so 
far (his season sent out good winners in Mereutio, 
Mineliead. Edward, etc. 

Sir William Cooper’s smart colt Halcyon, liy Rook 
Sand — St. Cecilia, which met witli an accident just 
prior to the City and Suburban Handicap, was de- 
stroyed on Wednesday evening. As a two-year-old 
Halcyon ran three times without success, hut last 
year lie won six races in succession out of nine at- 
tempts. 

Grey Leg. the stallion, has been bought from tlie 
Compton Stud on behalf of I.uis Castells. of the I’un- 
talara Stud, Argentine. Grey Leg, though twenty 
years old, looks as young ami fresh as most horses 
half his age. He will first serve the mares bought 
for tin- Pnntalara Stud at Hie last December Sales 
at Newmarket. Pepper and Sail blood is immensely 
popular in the Argentine and has been most succes- 
ful there. 

Swynford filled the eye immensely when stripped 
for tlie Chippenham Plate. Without doubt, he 
stands now as one of the most commanding horses 
in training and a Cup horse that will by Ascot time 
cause the champions to lixik to their laurels. The 
son of John o’ Gaunt still carries a coarseness about 
liis hocks which will always remain with him: never- 
theless. it in no way affects liis action, there being 
\ no more resolute or more powerful galloper to lie 
/ found anywhere. 

Many alterations are to lie made at Liverpool be- 
fore the next July meeting. Amongst other improve- 
ments the existing entrance to the paddock on the 
Ormskirk Road, near the Sc f ton Arms, is to lie

Toronto, Ont., May 18.— Everything is in readiness 
for the opening of the spring meeting of the Ontario 
Jockey Club on Saturday. It will mark the intro- 
duction of the mutucl system of betting in Canada. 
The racing at Woodbine this spring will lie high 
class. Tlie presence of some of the best thorough- 
breds on this continent and many of the star riders 
assure this. Today’s arrivals included the stables 
of Thomas Clyde, Gwyn Tompkins and August Bel- 
mont. The Idg establishment of S. C. Hildreth, 
which includes tlie great racers Fitz Herbert, King 
James, Zeus, Novelty, Firestone. Montgomery and 
Rose Queen, is due in the moruiug. They are com- 
ing in three express ears. Mr. Belmont’s thorough 
breds were unloaded in excellent condition this after- 
noon and Watervale, the winner of the Preakness 
Handicap at Pimlico Wednesday, was as frisky as a 
two-year-old when he got off tlie ears. The out- 
look is for the greatest meeting ever held at Wood- 
bine.

Toronto at 11:30 this morning was made up of eight 
sleepers, in the party were Mortimer Mahoney, Jo- 
seph Murphy.

TO SUPPRESS BETTING IN HOLLAND. 

A dispatch from The Hague last Wednesday said 
that the first chamber of the States General had that 
day adopted without revision tlie hill prohibiting 
“immorality.” including inutuel betting and book- 
making at tlie race tracks. This is a measure that 
lias been pending for some time past and is almost 
certainly destined to liecoine a law presently. Rac- 
ing is of little consequence in Holland, but the im- 
liending law did not have its origin in abuses in 
Dutch racing. A great many English bookmakers 
have for some time been carrying on what would lie 
called hand booking in this country at Flushing and 
oilier Dutch coast ports near England, the bulk of 
their business I icing done with persons iu the latter 
country by telegraph. Their methods have lieeome 
extremely obnoxious to the authorities of Holland 
and the proposed law is designed to put them out of 
business. This it will do and. by way of making a 
clean sweep, will also do away with betting on the 
tracks. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Thomas Welsh, the prominent trainer who former- 
ly saddled horses for the Newcastle Stable. August 
Belmont. H. P. Whitney and others, is on liis wav 
to England to witness Hie running of the Derby anil 
Oaks. Welsh trained Mr. Whitney's $.30,000 Basliti 
last year and as tlie great filly will probably start 
in (he Oaks lie is anxious to see how she compares 
with her British rivals. 

A ease which is attracting tlie interest of racing 
folks is on trial in Judge Harbeson’s court at Cov- 
ington. Ky. Tim plaintiff is J. T. Earle, who is 
suing former Congressman Joseph L. Rhinock. E. R. 
Bryson and Jerome B. Itesiiess for $5,700. which lie 
alleges is due as a balance on a real estate transac- 
tion. Earle alleges that tin- defendants agreed to 
purchase a tract of land from him at Spring Lake. 
Ky.. it lieing their purjiose to prevent a St. Louis 
racing concern from establishing a racecourse at 
that place. 



Batwa, Horse Repeatedly Interfered with, Benefits 
by Ruling and Jockey E. Martin Is Suspended 
as a Consequence — Follie Levy’s Stake. 



Louisville, Ky., May 18. — Follie Levy, running in 
the colors of former jockey George Odom, won the 
Colonel Slakes, the feature of today's card at 
Churchill Downs and worth $1,170 net to the winner. 
The speedy daughter of Golden Maxim and Ridicule 
was held in high esteem by the speculators and she 
occasioned them considerable concern during the early 
part of the race on account of her failure to show 
her accustomed early speed. She settled well in 
her stride after going three-eighths, however, and 
came with a rush that carried her past Winning 
Widow, the early pacemaker, to win with plenty in 
reserve. Winning Widow hold the others safe for 
second money and was a good margin in advance 
of Rocky O’Brien, the third horse, at the end. An- 
geius. from a slow beginning, made up ground and 
at a longer distance would have bden a keen factor. 
There was a good bit of crowding in the race, with 
Golden Egg the chief sufferer. 

Aside from tlie stake race, the main incident of 
the day’s sport developed with the running of the 
second race, and was caused by tlie conduct of 
jockey E. Martin on G. .1. Long's Free Lance. Mar- 
tin. while at the post, allowed the colt to unseat him 
and tlie latter galloped away three-quarters before 
he was caught. In the running he showed the most 
sliced and. aided by interference that followed Mar- 
tin's action in steering him across the track from an 
outside position, he was aide to go into a long lead. 
In tlie stretch he was challenged by Batwa and the 
latter was iu a fair way to pass tlie I*ong juvenile 
when Martin began carrying Batwa wide, forcing A. 
Thomas io take bark and try to get through ou the 
inside. Martin then deliberately crossed over and 
sharply cut Batwa off. Free Lance then went over 
to win handily from Batwa. with Judge Sale in 
third place. The claim of foul lodged by A. Thomas 
was recognized and Free Lance was set back to last 
place. Batwa being declared tlie winner, with Judge 
Sale second and B. Airy third. Martin was sus- 
I ended for ten days by tlie stewards for his foul 
riding tactics. 

Round the World regained some of her lost pres- 
tige by nil impressive victory in the seven-furlongs 
handicap iu which she conceded weight to all tlie 
other starters. Despite her jaded appearance, the 
majority held her in favor and she made good in 
game fashion. Colston might have given her a 
stronger argument but for suffering much interfer- 
ence. which also served to keep him out of second 
place. Grover Hughes lasting to beat him a nose 
for that position. 

Tlie limit number of starters engaged in the 
opener, which furnished a victory for Etbelda. the 
favorite, with Eye White in second place. The 
latter was making his first start in a long time and 
made a creditable showing. 

Luke Le Blond’s American Girl was benefited by a 
clear course and a fast start in the fifth race, which 
aided her to victory over Alaniitos and Terrible Dan.

buildings, comprising pay boxes, cloak rooms, lava- 
tories, etc. It will be 10O feet long and will have 
a very imposing front, built of Ruubon bricks, and 
covered in with green slates. All classes of ticket 
holders will be provided for. the pay boxes being so 
arranged as to minimize the crushes even on Grand 
National days. 

A. Thobnrn, the jockey who served his apprentice- 
ship with Richard Marsh, for whose stable he rode 
with success a few years back, and who lias since 
been riding in India, where he rode thirty winners 
during the season just ended, lias returned to Eng- 
land. He will spend the summer here before again 
returning to India, where lie lias accepted an engage- 
ment for next season. Thobnrn, who is twenty-four 
years of age, can go to scale at 102 pounds. 

It was the opinion of most judges that in point of 
looks the fourteen runners that did battle in the 
Two Thousand Guineas, taken collectively, were a 
long way above the average. The record time in 
which (lie contest was run heightens the view that 
our three-year-olds are pretty good this season. 

Runnynieile’s hocks have a suspicion of weakness 
alxiiit tie 'in, besides which they stand away from him 
not a little. But for this there is a deal to like 
about tin- American, which looked as well as any- 
thing in tlie field for the Guineas and did his trainer 
every credit. Broad in his hips, with tremendous 
reach, lie gets over the ground to some tune, albeit 
he died out after showing up prominently to the 
Bushes. 

A I mah is a highly nervous filly and because of 
tliis her trainer took the precaution of putting cotton 
wool in her ears la-fore she went out to run in the 
one Thousand Guineas. At the sound of rustling 
silk, to say nothing of (lie cracking of whips, she 
is said to lose heart and the object of the cottonwool 
was to deaden those sounds. The same plan was 
adopted with St. Amant in his Derby, when a ter- 
rific thunderstorm broke over Epsom. 

Luis Cnstells, an Argentine sportsman, who has 
purchased Sandal, by William the Third — Lindnt, 
intends racing the eoit in England anil France. 
Should lie do well on the race course lie will lx- scut 
out to the Argentine to commence stud duties. 

Tlie stewards of t lie Irish Turf Club have sano- 
f ioned tin- changing of tlie I’hoenix Park July meet- 
ing from tlie fifteenth to the eighth of that month, 
on which latter day their majesties will arrive in the 
Irish capital.

As a yearling Mushroom was bought by trainer J. 
Butters ’fur $125. The latter then passed him on 
to his close friend, the ex-Australian jockey, J.
